MEET REPORT (Clearwater Sertoma Collector Car Festival) 


Dear Roy: 


I am writing to give you a follow-up on the Falcon Club meet held 
June 28, 1980 at the Clearwater Sertoma Collector Car Festival. We 
were one of twelve car clubs on hand and approximately 160 cars 
were there in total. 
Falcons in attendance were as follows:

Marshall Foxworthy - 1965 two door Futura (36,000 miles)

Vernon Quinn - 1962 Ranchero 

Dave Burton- 1964 Sprint Convertible 


The most interesting Falcon was Vernon Quinn's 1962 Ranchero. He 
has converted this vehicle to a "Pass thru" cab; the entire cabin 
is open like a van. This was one of the most popular cars at 

the meet. 


I think that the real story of this meet is in the Falcons that 
did not attend. The three hard luck stories that I know about are 
as follows: :
